Put Christmas Back in the Synagogue Urges Rabbi S. Rush Barkton - 


INDIANAPOLIS (JP)—-A Yule Morning Synagogue 
Service, followed by an Oneg Christmas party at the 
rabbi’s home, where “the children of the congregation, 
gathered around the rabbi’s own tree, may see him and 
his family enact the opening scenes of the Passion 
play,” and, “transfixed by the dramatic beauty and his- 
tofic accuracy of this pogrora-inspiring play, (the 
guests) might then join in consuming traditionally-pre- 
pared egg-nog and other delicacies of the season.” 

These are the suggestions for “a spiritual shot in 
the arm (of) our Jewish observance of Christmas” 
made by pseudonymous Rabbi S. Rush Barkton, in a 
“Yuletide Vignette” in the Nov. 1952 Synagogue Service 
Bulletin, reprinted in the bulletin of The Temple here. 
“Rabbi Barkton” jis identified simply as a midwestern 
Reform rabbi. 

“As long as we insist on usurping the (Christmas) 
holiday,” urges “Rabbi Barkton,” “let’s do it up thor- 
oughiy.” 

“At first thought,” he suggests, “a magnificent tree 
in the temple would seem essential to the proper ob- 
servance of the festi¥al. But, it occurs to me, it might 
have the same effect as the congregational sukkah has 
had and eliminate this fascinating phase of home ob- 
servance. 


“No, we dare not repeat The 


the old mistakes. 


Christmas tree belongs in the home.” 

“Nevertheless,” continues the pioneering spiritual 
leader, “the festival atmosphere can fill every nook and 
cranny of the temple.

As a modernist, however, “Rabbi Barkton” urges 
that “our respect for tradition must not blind us to the 
needs of the moment. We must have prayers hat re- 
flect the contemporary. The spirit of thankfulness for 
the reaping of the Christmas shopping harvest must 
somehow be captured... 


“We must indicate that, though we are not unmind- 
ful of the financial rewards of the season, our para- 
mount appreciation goes out to our Christian neighbors 
for what they have added to our religious experience 
by graciously lending us—involuntarily—this religious 
observance. They have taught us its. significance 
through our public schools, radio and telvision, and of 
course in the market-place.” 


He suggests: “Our musical service should eschey 
the ‘Jingle Bells’ and ‘White Christmas’ sort of thj 
Lovely cantatas by Bach are available for presentation 
and our composers need not create anything origi 
even though the familiar En Kelohenu melody ang the

And ever mindful of the needs and capacities of 
modern religious audiences, “Rabbi Barkton” SUR gests

fail to persuade his listeners of the NATIONAL Signif.

He then suggests the Oneg Christmas party, and the 
enactment, for the children of the congregation, of the 
Passion Play. 

Explaining his approach to the Christmas problem, 
“Rabbi Barkton” urges that “something of this natuyp 
on Christmas Day is sorely needed in our age of ema, 
cipation. Unless the synagogue takes the lead, ot 
neighbors will hardly notice what a splendid influence 
they have exerted on our homes, how we have turnej 
from coveting to copying their Joyeux Noel, how we 
revel in concealing our own unique Jewish values ang 
self-respect in the happy anonymity of the herd. 

“Here is an opportunity for the synagogue to jp.

NEW YORK (JP)—A Catholic-sponsored survey of 
religious beliefs and practices of Americans of all faiths 
shows that of those interviewed who said they were 
Jewish, slightly less than 97 percent believe in God 
but only 12 percent attend weekly Sabbath services and 
56 per cent do not attend services at all throughout 
the year. 

The study was conducted for The Catholic Digest, a 
monthly, by Ben Gaffin and Associates, an independent 
Chicago commercial opinion research firm.

32 percent don’t attend church or synagogue at all 
and 32 percent attend every Sunday. The remaining 36 
percent attend from once to three times monthly. 

The survey found that 29 percent of the men and 
33 percent of the women attend services once a week, 
Approximately five out of ten men go to services 
twice a month or better, and six of every ten women, 

Young adults, mem and women ranging in age from 
18 to 24, have a surprisingly large proportion attend.

What Foods These Morsels Be 


Traditional Jewish Dishes Mother Used To Prepare 











Si those who plan to entertain during the holiday season, we 
give general insructions concerning hors d’oeuvres: 


AN APPETIZER IS A FOOD SERVED TO introduce a meal. 
| Its purpose is to stimulate but not to satisfy the appetite. It should 
j therefore be a food of distinct flavor in itself, or one highly sea- 
soned, so as to be tart and piquant; and it should be served in smal! 
portions, just enough for one bite. And since the appetite is stim. 
ulated first through the eye, special care should be taken to make 
the appearance of the apnetizer attractive. The use of ingredients 
of contrasting colors is highly effective for this purpose. 





There are two general classes of appetizers, hors d’oeuvres and 
cocktails. Hors d’oeuvres include an almost endless variety of sav- 
ory tid-bits of this and that, ranging from such simple relishes as 
olives or crisped celery stalks to the most intricate combinations 
| of ingredients. They may be served, esnecially those consisting of 
mixtures, on a variety of foundations, as on lettuce leaves, water« 
cress, tomato slices, potato chips, crackers, slices of bread cuit in 
plain or fancy shapes; or they may be served as stuffings in the 
scooped-out shells of such fruits and veretables as lemons or toma: 
toes; or, if they are spherical like olives or strawberries, or if t 
mixture is firm enough to be rolled into balls, they may be served 
impaled on toothpicks.

A SINGLE VARIETY OF HORS D’'OGEUVRE or an assortmen! 
of hors d’oeuvres may be served. They may be placed on individual) 
plates at the table, or an assortment may be placed on a tray and 
passed in the living room; and they may be served as an acompani« 
ment to a beverage, such as a tomato or sauerkraut juice cocktail 

An hors d’oeuvre which consists of a mixture spread on a foun- 
dation of bread, is called a canape. A canape is therefore really a 
compromise between an hors d’oeuvre proper and a sandwich; and 
any hors d’oevvre mixture which is suitable as a spread for a 
canape, is also suitable as a spread for a sandwich. It is not the 
mixture itself but the foundation on which it is served which deter: 
mines whether the dish shall be called hors d’oeuvre or canape or 
sandwich. Accordingly, it is left to the good taste and judgment of 
the hostess in what form she will serve them. Because of their 
variety and the importance of their appearance, the preparation 
ard arrangement of hors d’oeuvres offer wide scope for her creative 


ability.

Rabbi Miller's Position 


ETHER Rabbi Irving Miller, president of 

the Zionist Organization of America, suf- 
fered a moral defeat or won a moral victory over 
his national executive committee last week, re- 
mains to be seen. 

When twenty members of the executive ab- 
stained from voting, out of a total of forty-two 
present, these took this action because they dif- 
fered with their president over his policy of join- 
ing in the plan to broaden the powers of the 
American Zionist Council. Since the final vote 
was 17-5, the twenty who abstained could have 
delivered a resounding defeat to the new presi- 
dent. 

Background of the situation has to do with 
two principal factors. 

One is the obvious doldrums in which the en- 
tire Zionist movement finds itself, so that neither 
in the realm of private investment, in the matter 
of providing pioneers for Israel, or the many 
other areas of important Zionist activity, is the 
movement accomplishing much. 

The second factor is a conflict of either per- 
sonalities or of organizations. 

The ZOA has, up until the past few years, un- 
questionably been the dominant Zionist organiza- 
tion in the U. S. Today, if it has not lost that 
position, it is because none of the other Zionist 
groups has been able to point to any great achieve- 
ments either. 

The matter of personalities has to do with the 
enmity between Ben Gurion and Rabbi Silver. 
The Silverites are firm in their belief that only 
their leader can revive Zionism in the U. S. They 
believe that any other alternatives are aimed at 
keeping Rabbi Silver from his rightful place of 

Jeadership. 

In Israel, Rabbi Miller, a Silverite himself, 
conferred at length with Ben Gurion. Out of 
these conferences came the commitment of 
Rabbi Miller to the view that the American Zion- 
ist Council. which is composed of representatives 
of every U. S. Zionist group, must be given 
broader powers in order to enable it, by uniting

As a political leader, Ben Gurion in time 
overshadowed Ben Zvi, whose counsels within 
the party he helped to found were now hardly 
heeded. But B G retained a soft spot for his 
old comrades-in-arms, and, in the case of Ben 
4vi, the old admiration and a desire to reward 
him somehow. 

Two years ago, B G vainly tried to make 
Ben Zvi Mayor of Jerusalem. This time, he tried—and *&ucceeded, 
in making Ben Zvi President of Israel. 


THE OTHER REASON IS THAT SPRINZAK and Ben Gurion 
never got along too well, and Sprinzak as President might, in his 
quiet, tactful and humorous way, assert his authority.

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Yale Continues 20-Year-Old Survey of Biasin U.5. Protestant Writings} 


NEW YORK (JP)—The two-year survey of the ex- 
ent of biased content in American Protestant church 
writing announced last week by ihe Yale University 
Divinity School is a continuation of a study started in 
1933 which has done much to remove such material 
from Protestant religious educational curricula, The 
Post learned this week. 

A spokesman for the American Jewish Committee, 
which has financed the study from its inception and 
which has provided the grant for the Yale study, said 
the program had also added substantially to “positive 
phases” of such instruction in Protestant religious edu- 
cation. 

The announcement was considered of particular 
importance to the Jewish group because of the belief 
by many experts in the field of prejudice problems that 
material which non-Jewish children receive in relig- 
ious education helps to perpetuate religiously-oriented 
anti-Semitism. 

The National Council of the Churches of Christ, 
supreme body in American Protestantism, also is par- 
ticipating in the survey, Dean Liston Pope of the Yale 
Divinity School said in announcing the project. The 
Rev. Bernard E. Olson, pastor of the Grace Methodist 

Church, Waterbury. Conn., who also is a graduate stu- 
dent in religious education at Yale, has been placed in 
charge of the survey.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (JP)—A German luft- 


waffe pilot who helped an American Jewish Sol- 
dier escape from a German prisoner of war camp 
during World War II has been brought to the 
U. S. by the man whose life he may have saved. 

The German is Dr. Carl Kirschner, formerly of 
Wurtzburg. His Jewish friend is Max Gendelman, 
who lives here with his wife and three-year-old 
daughter. 

Gendelman helped Dr. Kirschner to get a visa, 
paid for his passage and acted as his host for a 
brief time here. Then the physician left for a 
hospital training post in San Diego, Cal. He hopes 
to win American citizenship, eventually. 

During the war, Gendelman had been captured 
at St. Lo when the big American push to break 
German defenses in France was under way. 

He broke out of prison camps twice and made 
his way toward American lines, but each time he 
was recaptured. The second time he had almost 
reached friendly troops when he was pinned down
